M OLR. survey on 
academics 95% of the 
seniors polled said 
that Oyster River 
adeguately prepares 
students for life after 


high school. Most of 
the freshmen were 
quite varied in their 
answers.

68% of the seniors, 
juniors, and sophomores 


combined agreed that a 
language is important 
while 08% of the 
freshmen said that a 
language is not 
important. 

57% of the students
